“Living in the Arctic is easy 
when one lives like a native,” says 
f. Leden. “I always feel bet- 
ter there and I always catch cold 
as soon as I come south. The 
trouble with the early explorers 
was that they tried to live like 
white men. wore white man’s un- 
derwear and fatied to give their 
ekin proper ventilation. Then they 
got wet, cot sick and died.” 

Their experience has led to a 
new sartorial arrangement on the 
part of the modern explorer. 


NEVER TAKE BATH. 


“Now we wear just two gar- 
ments, both of fur.” continues the 
explorer. “The inner garmen has 
the fur turned in to the skin, the 
outer garment has the fur turned 
outside. When we stop at the erd 
of a day we strip off our garments 
in the snow huts, put them on the 
snow and jump into our sleeping 
bags. In the morning we take 
sticks and beat the frozen clothes 
unti] all the frost and dirt are 
beaten out of them and they are 
soft again. (When they are first 
put on the sensation is like a cold 
shower, then comes the reaction 
and soon one is warm as toast.

ANADA'S COSTLY EXPERIMENT. 
Canada's experiment with government 
ownership of the Dominion rallroads has 
resulted disastrously to the taxpayers, ac 
cording to the Railroad Age. A recent ed- 
itoria] review of the Canadian government 
roads in that publication asserts that: 
Government ownership of the rail- 
ways last year added to the burdens of 
the Canadian taxpayer around $120, 

000,000. 

When one considers that the population 
of Canada is but 9,000,000 and that the total 
government revenue is but $450,000,000, it 
becomes at once apparent that Canada’s 
railway deficit is a serious thing to the tax- 
payers. Nor were the losses last year ex- 
ceptional; for J. L. Payne, formerly Con- 
troller of Statistics of the Department of 
Railways and Canals, estimates the govern- 
ment losses for the year 1920 at “about 
$136,000,000.” 

According to Prof. W. T. Jackson of the 
Univetsity of Toronto, Canada now owns 
and operates about 17,000 miles of railways. 
And we learn from another source that the

80 Often it has become a commonplace that 
the railways are the arteries of commerce. 
If the arteries become atrophied industry 
is stagnated. The Canadian farmers pro- 
test against a further increase in freight 
rates; but. if the shippers do not pay the 
cost of transportation someone else must 
do so; and it is certainly not wise econom- 
ically to pay one-fourth the total rev@pue 
of the government each year in railroad 
subsidies. 
Yet that is what is now taking place; for 
a subsidy is a subsidy, whether it be paid 
to private interests or to the government. 
While government ownership may have a 
theoretical appeal to the it must 
stand or fall on the result of practical ap- 
plication. If private interests can operate the 
railroads more cheaply and more efficiently 
than the government, what becomes of the 
case for government ownership’ If the 
railroads of Canada were privately owned 
and operated the taxpayers would have been 
$120,000,000 ahead each year, plus the 
amount of revenue the government would 
have collected from them in taxes. 

Our experiment in government operation 
and contro] cost the country, according to 
recent estimates made by the Department 
of Commerce, nearly $4,000,000,000. As the 
Rallway Age points out: 

The organization and policy always 
are and always must be different under 
government than they are under private 
management, because the controlling 
influences are different, and these con- 
trolling influences always tend to pro- 
duce deficits. Since the government 
guarantees to the railroads of the Unit- 
ed States were withdrawn they have in- 
curred losses, but the taxpayers have 
not had to pay them. 

And the experience of the United States 
and Canada has not been exceptional. The 
losses due to government operation and con- 
tro] of English railroads during the war and 
immediately after were proportionately as 
great as those in this country. The Ger- 
man railroads have been operating since 
the War at enormous deficits; that for 1920 
was 15,000,000,000 marks. While this i« 
measured in depreciated currency, it is, 
nevertheless, a@ very heavy loss. 

The state railroads in all the Australa- 
sian countries were operated for 1920 at 
heavy losses, considering the amount of 
mileage involved. There are no records of 
any govermment operating its railroads 
since the war at a profit. The British and 
American governments are about the ofily 
ones that possessed the courage to abandon 
a service that had become ap unsupport- 
able burden to the taxpayers. ! 

While the experience has been a costly 
one to free peoples, it has demonstrated 
beyond a reasonable doubt that there is no 
place for governments in business. State 
Socialism is state folly. The new problem 
that presents itself is to so regulate the 
operations under private control] that the 
service shail be efficient and the rates kept 
at a point where the roads shall make 
enough to encourage the investment of cap 
ital sufficient to warrant the construction 
of new lines, but not to permit to combina- 
tigns of capital excessive profits.

A NOBLE EXAMPLE. 

Due in a large part to the generosity 
of Dr. Norman Bridge, the California In- 
stitute of Technology at Pasadena has been 
converted into a Mecca for physical research 
work that is attracting students and em) 
nent scientists from many parts of this 
country and Europe. The Dr. Norman 
Bridge Laboratory is probably the best- 
equipped institution of its kind in the Unit- 
ed States; and at its head is Dr. Robert A. 
Millikan, a scientist who won world fame 
through the discovery of a process for the 
isolation of the electron. 

While the fsolation of the electron means 
little to the average reader of The Times, 
scientists say that the developments along 
electrical lines which it makes possible are 
as important to modern civilization as was 
the discovery of the power possibilities of 
compressed steam. As the result of re 
search work now taking place in the labora- 
tory of the Institute of Technology under 
the direction of Dr. Millikan, ft is possible 
that a future generation will associate his 
name with those of Watt and Edison. 

For the first time, scientists of the Bast 
and of Europe are coming to a Southern Cal- 
ifornia institution by reason of the excep 
tional facilities offered for critical expert- 
mentation and research.

Generosity of men of means has made 
possible the founding and maintenance of 
the California Institute of Technology, an 
institution which, by reason of the noted 
members of tts faculty, ts attracting the 
attention of the scientists of many coun- 
tries. Seldom has an appreciable part of 
the fortune of an individual been donated 
to a worthier purpose. Dr. Bridge has set 
an example, established a precedent, that 
The Times hopes to see followed by other 
men of means who reside, or have resided, 
in Southern California. It is a stinging 
commentary, however, on our predatory 
State laws that Dr. Bridge found it 
sary to establish a residence in another 
State in order to make legally desired be- 
quests to educational institutions in Call- 
fornia.

Institutions Ike the California Institute 
of Technology make possible the cultural 
development which is just beginning to keep 
pace with the commercial and industrial 
growth of Southern California.

We have builded the richest and most 
populous city ever founded by the white 
race on the shores of the Pacific Ocean. 
But we are only beginning to achieve dis- 
tinction as a center of literature, science 
and art. These are things that must be 
watched and tended; for the money invested 
in their development does not give an im- 
mediate material return. But no commn- 
nity In which they were neglected ever be- 
came great.

Answer: It may be that the re- 
ferred-to assayers received dif- 
ferent varieties of mineral samples 
from you. 

Many of the yellowish colored 
minerals of Nevada, and espectally 
those fr¢ém the Las Vegas mining 
district are chiefly of iron oxides 
with more or less zinc and differ- 
ing sulphates and sulphides. 

The samples received from you 
are odd ones, however, and there 
is no uranium present. Qualitative 
tests on the samples show that they 
contain altered Epidote, iron 
oxides, garnet and silica.

United States as was the case with 
the late Jacob H. Schiff, of Kuhn, 
Loeb & Co., Mr. Schiff died in the 
fall of 1920 and the list of his 
holdings probably differs consider- 
ably from what it would have been 


if he had lived a year longer. In 
the last months of 1920 security 
prices were approaching their low- 
est ebb and it cannot be doubted 
that so far-sighted a banker as 
Mr. Schiff was keenly appreciative 
of the trend, and that his large 
holdings of Victory notes would 
have been converted into long- 
term bonds. 

Of the $25.633.574 stocks and 
bonds in the Schiff estate the lare- 
est single holding was bonds of the 
City of New York to the value of 
$9.164.952 and the next largest 
$6,650,000 United States 8% per 
cent Victory notes. Other tax-ex- 
empt bonds and notes to the value 
of $1,327,764 were included in the 
inventory. These included obliga- 
tions of the State of Massachusetts, 
the city of Rochester and Federal 
Farm Loan bonds. 

Thus over two-thirds of Mr. 
Schiff's holdings were in tax-ex- 
empt securities. Assuming an 
average rate of return of but 4 per 
cent onyhis holdings and none from 
his interest in Kuhn, Loeb & Co., 
his income for 1920 would have 
been $1.0256,.320. If such an income 
were fully taxable, he would have 
paid $681,833 to the Federal gov- 
ernment, but the investment in 
tax-exempt securities reduced the 
tax bill to $156,360. 

In the light of such figures the 
insistence of Secretary Mellon upon 
the advisability of a comparatively 
low maximum surtax rate may be 
more easily appreciated. Suppose 
a maximum eurtax rate of 25 per 
cent had been in force in 1920, Mr. 
Schiff might have invested to se- 
cure $1,500,000 taxable income in- 
stead of $1,000,000 largely tax-ex- 
empt—as he could easily have 
done. The government would have 
received $375,000 instead of $156,- 
360. Who would have been the 
loser? 

The other bond holdings in the 
estate were exclusively railroad
